REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The prior art of record fails to show or teach applicant's claimed exercise 
apparatus comprising a board and a substantially spherical insert wherein the board 
includes a substantially flat and smooth upper surface and a concave region on a lower 
surface for receiving the insert to allow for the board to ride over the insert in the 
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concave region. In particular, the board has a central longitudinal axis and a central 
lateral axis, and the concave region is positioned off center with respect to the lateral 
axis and centrally position with respect to the longitudinal axis to provide the user with 
balance and coordination development particular to certain sports such as surfing and 
snow boarding.
